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[Title of the Invention] 

COMMUNICATION SYSTEM DEVICE FOR PROMOTING SALES CONTRACT 
[Abstract ] 

[Object] To smoothly search the possibility of a purchase and 
a sale by an applicant for selling goods or the one for buying 
goods in a sales contract on the assumption that an agent is 
present . 

[Constitution] An agent has a memory provided for storing data 
relating to goods as an object to be bought and sold. An applicant 
for selling goods or the one for buying goods has a transmitter 
/ receiver for performing a communication with the agent . The 
agent has a discriminating mechanism 3 for comparing the data 
of goods predetermined to be an object to be sold or bought that 
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is transmitted through the transmitter / receiver with the 
already stored data relating to goods . When both data correspond 
to each other, a purport that the purchase and sale may be 
established is transmitted to the applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods. Further, the applicant side for 
selling goods or the one for buying goods has a discriminating 
mechanism for comparing the stored data relating to goods with 
the data of goods predetermined to be the object to be sold or 
bought. When both data correspond to each other, the purport 
that the purchase and sale may be established is transmitted 
to the agent . 
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[ Claims for Utility Model Registration] 

[Claim 1] A communication system for making Net transactions 
by promoting a sales contract between applicants for selling 
and for buying goods through an agent, comprising: 

a memory for storing data relating to goods to be sold 
and bought, the memory provided for the agent; 

a transmitter / receiver for communicating with the agent , 
the transmitter / receiver provided for the applicant for selling 
goods or the one for buying goods; and 

a discriminating mechanism for comparing the data of goods 
to be sold or bought, transmitted through the transmitter / 
receiver, with the data relating to goods stored in advance in 
the memory for the agent , the discriminating mechanism provided 
for the agent 

wherein when both data correspond to each other, an output 
indicating that a purchase and sale may be established is 
transmitted to the applicant for selling goods or the one for 
buying goods through the transmitter / receiver. 
[Claim 2] A communication system for making Net transactions 
by promoting a sales contract between applicants for selling 
and for buying goods through an agent, comprising: 

a memory for storing data relating to goods to be sold 
and bought, the memory provided for the agent; 

a transmitter / receiver for communicating with the agent , 
the transmitter / receiver provided for the applicant for selling 
goods or the one for buying goods ; and 

a discriminating mechanism for comparing the data of goods 
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to be sold or bought, transmitted through the transmitter / 
receiver, with the data relating to goods stored in advance in 
the memory for the agent, the discriminating mechanism provided 
for the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods, 
wherein when both data correspond to each other, an output 
indicating that a purchase and sale may be established is 
transmitted to the agent through the transmitter / receiver. 
[Claim 3] The communication system according to Claim 1, wherein 
the system is so designed to store data relating to sales and 
purchase conditions into the memory of the agent side , in addition 
to the data relating to goods, and allow the discriminating 
mechanism to compare and discriminate those data. 
[Claim 4 ] The communication system according to Claim 2 , wherein 
the system is so designed to store data relating to sales and 
purchase conditions into the memory of the agent side , in addition 
to the data relating to goods, and allow the discriminating 
mechanism to compare and discriminate those data. 
[Claim 5] The communication system according to Claim 1, wherein 
the system is so designed to store the information of blacklisted 
traders of a business world into the memory of the applicant 
for selling goods or the one for buying goods , pick up data relating 
to other applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods 
that are stored in the agent side, and allow the discriminating 
mechanism to discriminate whether the blacklisted traders 
correspond to the thus picked-up applicants. 

[Claim 5] The communication system according to Claim 2, wherein 
the system is so designed to store the information of blacklisted 
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traders of a business world into the memory of the applicant 
for selling goods or the one for buying goods , pickup data relating 
to other applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods 
that are stored in the agent side, and allow the discriminating 
mechanism to discriminate whether the blacklisted traders 
correspond to the thus picked-up applicants. 
[Brief Description of the Drawings] 

[Fig. 1(a)] is block diagram showing an operational 
principle of a basic structure (1). 

[Fig. 1(b)] shows a flowchart. 

[Fig. 2] is a block diagram showing an operational 
principle of a basic structure (2). 

[Fig. 3] shows a flowchart used in a first embodiment. 

[Fig. 4] shows a flowchart used in a second embodiment. 
[Brief description of reference Numerals] 

1 : data transmitter / receiver of an applicant for selling goods

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[ Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Field of Utilization] 

The present invention relates to a communication system 
for effectively promoting a sales contract between applicants 
for selling and for buying goods through an agent . The 
communication system permits the applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods to do comparison and discrimination 
between their transmitting data relating to sales and purchase 
and the data relating to goods stored in advance in the memory 
for the agent to thereby determine whether to sell of buy. 
[0002] 
[Prior Art] 

Sales contract through the agent has been seen in the field 
of real property or the like. The applicant of the present 
invention hits upon a purchase and sale system of motor vehicles 
through an intermediate (including used motor vehicles or new 
motor vehicles ) . 
[0003] 

In a motor vehicle industry, there are many persons 
concerning the purchase and sale as are the increased number 
of motor vehicles . And as a bothersome problem for these persons , 
there are many factors such as kinds of motor vehicles, 
classifications depending on makers, and models. Under such 
a case, extremely convenient should be a certain system that 
could efficiently process these data and that could permit 
applicants for selling goods or applicants for buying goods to 
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ef f iciently grab the presence or absence of their desired goods . 
[0004] 

However, in the case where many persons involved and many 
kinds of goods need to be managed like above, the afore -mentioned 
system convenient for the applicant for selling goods or the 
one for buying goods has not been present. 
[0005] 

[Problem that the invention is to Solve] 

The present invention aims to provide a communication 
system to cope with the above-described bothersome task of a 
purchase and sale especially where many persons are involved 
and yet many kinds of goods need to be transacted. In more detail , 
the present invention permits an applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods to easily determine whether to find 
out if the possibility of selling or buying their desired goods 
is or not . 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

To solve the problem, the present invention is constructed 
as follow. 

(1) A communication system for making Net transactions 
by promoting a sales contract between applicants for selling 
and for buying goods through an agent, comprising: 

a memory for storing data relating to goods to be sold 
and bought, the memory provided for the agent; 

a transmitter / receiver for communicating with the agent , 
the transmitter / receiver provided for the applicant for selling 
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goods or the one for buying goods; and 

a discriminating mechanism for comparing the data of goods 
to be sold or bought, transmitted through the transmitter / 
receiver, with the data relating to goods stored in advance in 
the memory for the agent , the discriminating mechanism provided 
for the agent , 

wherein when both data correspond to each other, an output 
indicating that a purchase and sale may be established is 
transmitted to the applicant for selling goods or the one for 
buying goods through the transmitter / receiver. 

(2) A communication system for making Net transactions 
by promoting a sales contract between applicants for selling 
and for buying goods through an agent, comprising: 

a memory for storing data relating to goods to be sold 
and bought, the memory provided for the agent; 

a transmitter / receiver for communicating with the agent , 
the transmitter / receiver provided for the applicant for selling 
goods or the one for buying goods; and 

a discriminating mechanism for comparing the data of goods 
to be sold or bought, transmitted through the transmitter / 
receiver, with the data relating to goods stored in advance in 
the memory for the agent, the discriminating mechanism for the 
applicants for selling goods or the one for buying goods, 

wherein when both data correspond to each other, an output 
indicating that a purchase and sale may be established is 
transmitted to the agent through the transmitter / receiver. 
[0007] 



[Operation of the Invention] 

Figs. 1(a) and 1(b) are a block diagram showing the 
construction (1) of the present invention and a flowchart, 
respectively . 
[0008] 

As shown in Fig. 1(a), an agent has a memory 2 storing 
data relating to goods predetermined to be sold or bought that 
is already obtained from other applicants for selling goods or 
applicants for buying goods. 
[0009] 

On the other hand, a new applicant for selling goods or 
a new applicant for buying goods has a transmitter / receiver 
1 that can communicate information to the agent. The applicant 
for selling goods or the one for buying goods transmits data 
relating goods predetermined to be sold or bought to a 
discriminating mechanism 3 provided in the agent side through 
the transmitter / receiver 1 . As shown in the flowchart in 
Fig. 1(b) , the discriminating mechanism 3 sequentially compares 
the data relating to goods that is transmitted with the data 
of goods predetermined to be sold or bought that is already stored 
in the memory. Then, the discriminating mechanism transmits 
a result based on the comparison to the applicant side for selling 
goods or the one for buying goods through the transmitter / 
receiver. 
[0010] 

Fig. 2 is a block diagram showing the construction (2) 
of the present invention. 
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[0011] 

In this case, a discriminating mechanism 3 is provided 
in an applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods. 
Thus, all data of goods written in a memory 2 is requested to 
be transmitted to the applicant side for selling goods or the 
applicant side for buying through a transmitter / receiver 1 . 
Accordingly, the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying 
goods carries out discrimination by himself or herself. (A 
flowchart in the case of the construction (2) corresponding to 
that of Fig. 1(b) is the same as that of Fig. 1(b), so that the 
flowchart is omitted. ) . 
[0012] 

Then, when both data correspond to each other, the 
applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods specifies 
goods in which both data correspond to each other and transmits 
the specified result to the agent through the transmitter / 
receiver . 
[0013] 

When an output indicating that both data correspond to 
each other is issued in both cases of the constructions (1) and 
(2) , the agent can perform a communication that a purchase and 
sale may be carried out with other applicant for selling goods 
or other applicant for buying goods who previously requests the 
agent to sell or buy the goods concerned to promote a sales 
contract . 
[0014] 

When the agent side stores other applicant for selling 



goods or other applicant for buying goods in the memory, the 
agent can output and transmit the applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods who are the other party of the purchase 
and sale to the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying 
goods . 
[0015] 

Thus , the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying 
goods can know the presence of the applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods for goods to be sold or bought by 
himself or herself . However, the agent rarely seems to transmit 
the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods who 
are the other party of the purchase and sale to prevent both 
corresponding applicants for selling goods or the applicants 
for buying goods from making a contract beyond the agent . 
[0016] 

[ First Embodiment ] 

Even when predetermined goods correspond to each other, 
if sales conditions do not correspond to each other, a sales 
contract cannot be established. 
[0017] 

Further, even when the sales conditions correspond to each 
other, if the sales conditions correspond to those of a plurality 
of the other parties, the most preferable sales condition is 
selected. 
[0018] 

In the first embodiment, not only data relating to goods, 
but also the sales conditions of other applicant for selling 
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goods or other applicant for buying goods who requests the goods 
in question to be sold or bought are numerically designated and 
the numerical designation is stored- As shown in a flowchart 
of Fig. 3, not only it is discriminated whether or not the data 
of goods corresponds to each other, but also it is discriminated 
whether or not the sales condition correspond to each other. 
[0019] 

The most typical sales conditions include the price of 
purchase and sale and a method of payment thereof. 
[0020] 

An applicant side for buying goods inputs the maximum 
value of a sale price . An applicant side for selling goods inputs 
the minimum value of the sale price. When a common range exists 
in the maximum value and the minimum value of the sale price, 
an output indicating that the sales conditions correspond to 
each other may be obtained. 
[0021] 

On the other hands, in the case of an installment plan, 
a payment period and the amount of payment hardly completely 
correspond to each other. However, each person concerned 
previously presents a minimum period and a maximum period, and 
when these periods are common to each other, an output indicating 
that the conditions of the installment plan correspond to each 
other may be obtained. 
[0022] 

In the first embodiment, when an output representing a 
plurality of sales conditions correspond mutually is obtained. 
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the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods picks 
up the most advantageous sales conditions among them to request 
an agent side to promote the sales contract. 

The first embodiment may be applied to any of the 
above-described construction (1) and the construction (2). 
[0023] 

[Second Embodiment] 

In a business world, it is not rare that traders described 
in a blacklist do a bad business or a fraudulent business. 
[0024] 

Ordinarily, an agent may have a practical device in which 
the traders described in the black list are picked up and stored 
in a memory so that an applicant for selling goods or the one 
for buying goods does not deal with such traders reported in 
the blacklist. 
[0025] 

However, data relating to the traders described in the 
blacklist provided in the agent may not be always sufficient. 
[0026] 

In the second embodiment , to meet such a case, the applicant 
side for selling goods or the one for buying goods prepares the 
data of the traders described in the blacklist by himself or 
by herself. When a reply indicating that a desired goods may 
be sold or bought is obtained, the applicant for selling goods 
or the one for buying goods requests the agent side to output 
data relating to the person concerning a purchase and sale . Then , 
as shown in the flowchart of Fig. 2, the applicant for selling 
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goods or the one for buying goods discriminates whether or not 
the data of the traders described in the blacklist prepared by 
himself or by herself corresponds to the data outputted from 
the agent side by using a discriminating mechanism 3. When an 
output indicating that they correspond to each other is obtained, 
the applicant for selling goods or the one for buying goods can 
stop a trade to prevent a dangerous business by himself or by 
herself . 
[0027] 

As the discriminating mechanism 3 for discriminating 
whether or not the traders described in the blacklist outputted 
from the agent correspond to those prepared by the applicant 
side, the same discriminating mechanism 3 for discriminating 
whether or not both data of goods correspond to each other may 
be used or any of separate discriminating mechanisms may be used . 
[0028] 

Actually, in the case of the construction (1), since the 
agent has the discriminating mechanism 3, the applicant for 
selling goods or the one for buying goods is requested to have 
a different discriminating mechanism. In the case of the 
construction (2), the applicant for selling goods or the one 
for buying goods uses the already provided discriminating 
mechanism 3 . 
[0029] 

[Effects of the Invention] 

According to the system of the present invention as 
described above, while the applicant for selling goods or the 
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one for buying goods employs the data provided in the agent, 
the applicant can smoothly search the presence or absence of 
desired goods and conditions of the persons concerning a purchase 
and sale to rapidly know the possibility of the purchase and 
sale. 
[0030] 

Further, a business with the traders described in the 
blacklist may be avoided as required. 
[0031] 

As described above, in the system according to the present 
invention, since the applicant for selling goods or the one for 
buying goods can rapidly know information related to the presence 
or absence of goods in a sales business in which there are many 
persons concerning the purchase and sale and many kinds of goods 
are handled to smoothly promote the business related to the sales 
contract, the present invention is extremely valuable. 
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
